not maintained throughout the general cattle population of the 
country. Reports of Department of Agriculture workers all 
through the United States were summarized last year to show 
the proportions of all cattle that were distinctively of the different 
breeds, which resulted in ranking the Aberdeen-Angus sixth. 
These figures follow: 1—Shorthorns, 22.6 per cent.; 2—Herefords, 
21.0; 3—Holstein-Friesians, 16.2; 4—Jerseys, 14.0; 5—Nondescripts,

tify this belief; in fact, many 
tests show that the economy of gain in the feed lot does not differ 
materially for any of the three major breeds of beef cattle. The 
claim is sometimes made that the Aberdeen-Angus is wild and 
difficult to handle, but the experience of the men best qualified to 
judge, those who have spent a life-time in handling them, does 
not support this criticism. In fact, if every criticism directed 
against the breed is carefully examined, from its qualities on the 
range to its weights at different ages, none of them will be found 
to have sufficient backing to warrant their consideration. 

: Since the difficulty 
does not lie in the breed 
itself, it must lie in the 
breeders. Are the lovers 
of Doddies not up to the 
standards of the lovers of 
other breeds, or have 
they adopted practices 
which have been less ef- 
fective in extending the 
-breed’s power and influ- 
ence? As soon as one 
begins to discuss person- 
alities between the sup- 
porters of breeds of cat- 
tle, he enters into a spec- 
ulative field alone, and it 
is a matter of his opin- 
ion against others. How- 
ever, if one discusses the 
selling and promotion 
practices of the breeders, 
he can draw on a certain 
class of results to furnish 
the basis for his argu- 
ments.

A reasonable surplus 
should be created and maintained for use in emergencies, but aside 
from this, the organization’s sole duty is to keep the records and 
promote in every legitimate way the interests of the breed. There 
are many ways by which this may be accomplished. These methods 
should be carefully worked out by a competent and efficient man- 
agement under the control of the Board of Directors.

If we have not 
a market for the surplus 
of our herds at reasonably 
remunerative prices, there is no incentive to produce. To my mind 
the Association should exert every effort to create and open mar- 
kets for Aberdeen-Angus cattle and it is then up to the individual 
breeder to capitalize the work done by the Association and develop 
his share of the trade thus made possible. 

During the last Chicago International Show I was approached 
by a breeder who said: “Mr. Battles, what stand are you going to 
take with reference to the movement for the reduction of fees?” 
At the same time stating that he was of the opinion that all fees 
should be grealty reduced, particularly the transfer fee which, if 
I remember correctly, he favored eliminating altogether. 

I replied, “My friend, before answering your question, will you 
be so kind as to answer one for me? Are you in favor of a non- 
progressive breed, or in other words having our breed relegated 
to the background for lack of effort on the part of our Association 
while the other beef breeds are going ahead opening up new mar- 
kets and developing outside trade? Would you like to come down 
to the Chicago International and view an inferior representation 
of the breed in comparison with the other breeds, by reason of the 
lack of support from our Association?” 

“No,” he said. “I am anxious to see our breed progress. I 
would regret very much to see it take a backward step.” 

“But,” I questioned, “do you realize that it takes money to carry 
on this work? We must offer premiums which compare favorably 
with those offered by other breeds to induce breeders to fit and ex- 
hibit their cattle. We must advertise in various ways and it is 
of prime importance to have experienced and able workers preach-

ag oe who intended going into the pure bred live stock 
business four years ago would hesitate, if he had but limited capital, 
before he would pay from $2000. to $3000. for his first cow; not 
but that there are many cows worth that and more, but would a be- 
ginner pay that sum, knowing very little about the game? 

I am sure that with prices at a level where the average farmer 
can safely invest his surplus cash in a few pure bred cows of good 
conformation, he will do so at this time with a firmer belief that he 
ean reap a fair profit in the years to come. The only sure method 
of bringing the pure bred live stock industry to a solid footing is 
for the breeder to be as honest with his patrens as he would be with 
himself, by offering for sale only sich cattle as he thinks would 
make good in another man’s herd. A cow that has not proven a 
profitable investment for himself would not prove to be profitable 
to the man who might buy her. 

As I have said, prices may not be as high as they were a few 
years ago, but if a man can have volume enough of business, he 
can make a good herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle pay a big dividend 
from now on, if he will adopt himself to honest dealings with his 
fellowman. 

We have a good many bull buyers come to Woodcote farm to 
buy what they term a 
“cheap bull,” but who are 
good enough judges of 
the kind of individual 
they want. One has to 
consider befdre he sells 
such a man a cheap bull, 
the territory that he is 
going into, and for what 
purpose. If it is for use 
on a dairy herd, merely 
to produce veal calves, an 
ordinary bull might do, 
but if it is for the pur- 
pose of producing feeders 
the thing is different. In 
my opinion a bull cannot 
be too good for this pur- 
pose, and a poor bull sent 
into any territory to pro-

disappears. We have scatter- 
ed this blood over every state 
in the union, and I have yet 
to hear the first complaint of 
any of this cow’s offspring 
not making good. Their pro- 
geny have also sold for high 
prices throughout the coun- 
try. This is why I would 
speak so strongly in being 
honest in one’s dealings, as satisfied customers will feel like buying 
from you the second time. We cannot always get the high prices — 
that we would like for our young bulls or prices that look good in 
print, but we do believe in selling good bulls at prices the farmer 
can afford to pay, as by doing so, it will in the near future bring 
the greatest of all beef breeds before the public. , 

Farmers through-the advertising of what the Aberdeen-Angus 
is capable of doing in the show yard against other breeds, are alive 
to the fact that they want an Aberdeen-Angus bull at least if they 
are to produce the right kind of a steer thaf€ will feed profitably; 
and it is up to the breeder to back up that advertising by offering 
animals that will do the breed some good. 

We are finding in Michigan a wide distribution for cattle, not 
only at private but public asle. We now have two very successful 
sales, and will pull off the third sale in June at Lansing, on the 9th. 
At those sales the cattle went mostly to new breeders. There are a 
number in the state who have money and land that they want to 
put to good use, and all they want is confidence in the breed. So by 
close adherence to honesty, by offering them good things that will 
make them money, you will soon see a marked improvement in the 
business, and manage to dispose of all our surplus cattle in our own 
state. 
Mr. John A. Brown of Detroit was the heaviest buyer at the 
: January sale, and as he 

has a large farm near 
Detroit, centrally located, 
will be in the market for 
more cattle in June. He 
has attended the Inter- 
national for the past few 
years, and watched the 
exploits of the breed 
closely at that great 
show, and became con- 
vinced at the last show 
that this was the breed 
for him.

who sells him, nor the 
breed, and the breeder . 
would be much better off not to make such a sale. Rather induce 


the man to take a better bull, even although you have to sacrifice 
the price, as indirectly you will make it up in future sales in that 
territory, for I am quite sure that the good bull will do more for you, 
and the man that buys him for this purpose, as his neighbor will see 
the class of cattle he is raising from that bull, and will be in the 
market for such an animal. Then you will not only have one satis- 
fied customer, but another, instead of a knocker. . 

If a breeder will sell cows that are absolutely clean in every 
respect, and regular breeders, and which will make good wherever 
she may go, the man who buys her will come again. 

Although I have raised Aberdeen-Angus for twenty years, I 
find that it takes that length of time to find out their different char- 
acteristics. There is not a breed on earth that will respond to kind- 
ness and good treatment more quickly than the Aberdeen-Angus. 
They make the best of mothers and good milkers, and will if mated 
to bulls of good type, produce more uniformly than any other breed. 
That is what counts; not a hit or miss proposition. You will find 
the average cow capable of producing uniformity in all her off- 
spring that will breed on for generations. 

I can lock back to the good old imported cow Kinloss Erica 2d, 
a Chieftain Erica, which was a faithful breeder until she was 20 
years of age. Although she died last season, I can go through the 
herd and see the same expression in a number of her granddaugh- 
ters, the same likeness in many ways. That cow who has left her 
stamp on the Woodcote cattle that will take generations before it

They are sturdy, and the 
; ; good fresh air _ here 
agrees with them, and is not much of a change from that of the 
Scottish hills up Speyside where we get the best of cattle. The 
farm at Ballindalloch is so high that you can almost touch the moon, 
but the pasture there even in winter is much like it is in our south- 
ern climate, and is ideal for cattle raising. 

The last importation that came over to Woodcote seemed to be 
perfectly at home the first day. The only difference was that they 
did not know what to make of the ensilage, and could hardly com- 
eg oy aneep. But they soon caught on, and are now doing nice- 
y on it. 

When I look over the vast area of this great country and the 
lands adapted for the production of cattle, I can safely prophesy that 
in the next few years there won’t be enough Aberdeen-Angus to go 
round or supply the demand. But we should be ever on the alert to 
produce the right kind of cattle. As time goes by, the men who in- 
tend going into the business are schooling themselves as to pedi- 
grees, and they also know a good beast when they see one. This I 
attribute to their attending the shows of their states, and the expo- 
sitions where they see the work of the judges. 

Blood lines are to be considered, and a fashionably-bred one 
will sell much easier than a plain-bred one, but we should not lose 
sight of the good individual. This has been carried to an extreme 
in this country, and many a good cow has been sent to the scrap 
heap on account of her plain breeding. This, we have to acknowl- 
edge, has hurt the breed to a great extent. If we would all get to- 
gether and take our hats off to the cow that [Continued on page 26 
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Facts About Aberdeen-Angus as Milkers 


In the pages of the “Modern 
Farmer,” a British publication, a 
prominent breeder of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle contributes an interest- 
ing letter on the question of beef 
breeds and a reasonable milk yield. 
The chief features in that letter are: 

The Aberdeen-Angus is acknowledged as the premier beef breed 
by all who note with open mind the results of competition on the 
hoof as well as in carcass competitions. 

But the London Dairy Show also has its tribute to give, in that 
an Aberdeen-Angus cow in 1892 created a record for quality of milk, 
while in the Dublin 1901 Show an Aberdeen-Angus cow was first in 
the milking test competition. 

Such prizes might with justice be classed as isolated cases, and 
no proof that this beef breed could produce consistently good milk- 
ers, but the evidence of the latter is not far to seek. 

Were one to make a surprise visit to any of the well known 
herds, famous for the production of young bulls in great form at the 
annual sales, there would be little or no chance of finding promising 
calves at any stage gétting more than their mother’s milk. 

Foster mothers are practically unknown in Aberdeen-Angus 
herds, save where calves have lost their dams from accident or such 
misfortune. 

Coming on to the summer shows, where cows are on exhibition 
loaded with beef as if for the fat market, how seldom does one see 
a badly-nourished calf! Such a calf is always sure of special notice 
as being out of the common run. Of course, one does not claim this 
as such strong proof as a visit to the pastures gives, seeing that the 
calves may benefit by the extra feeding of their dams, but still it 
carries a certain weight. 

A dairyman in the “Aberdeen Free Press” writes of an Aber- 
deen-Angus cow which gave him 17 pounds of butter per week for 
17 weeks. Surely this reads weil alongside the high records of our 
richest milk breeds. 

Moreover, the Black Humlie cow is generally the favourite of 
the North country farmer’s wife, who depends upon her butter 
basket to balance the rising household expenses of these days. 

Experience is that practically all the dams require hand-milking 
for a considerable time after calving. 

Another feature which is often noticed in my own herd, where 
I keep a close personal note of the behaviour of individual cows, is 
that the dam which makes a specially good job of her calf is almost 
invariably a ready cow to fatten. Some cows carry a lot of flesh 
even when milking. 

I might here instance the case of a four-year-old cow, an Ever- 
green Erica, now in my herd. At two years old she calved twins, 
and brought up one calf; while at four years old she again calved 
twin heifers, both of which she nursed for three months. The fur- 
ther point, however, is that this 
cow, while doing her calves well, 
is one of the fattest on my pas- 
tures. 

One breeder of Angus cattle 
found that a particular bull left 
an undue proportion of white in 
his stock, so the heifers were all 
relegated to the “dairy, where 
they made excellent and profit- 
able milkers.” While discussing 
this question with my farm man- 
ager, a man brought up amongst 
_Shorthorns and with a favour for 
the latter, he mentioned that the 
best milk he ever had in service 
was on one particular farm 
where “Doddies” only were kept, 
although not for pedigree breed- 
ing. 

Some families produce a 
larger percentage of heavy milk- 
ers than others, but I claim that 
the Angus cow that cannot make 
a good mother without assist- 
ance is not worth having, be she 
ever so fleshy, and to some ex- 
tent is a blight upon her race. 

Some families excel as milk- 
ers. For example the ‘“Nose- 
gays” were held in high esteem 
in the Ballindalloch herd at one

The development of dual properties in any one breed must al. 
ways be a subject open to discussion, but it seems to me that the 
ability to nourish at least one calf to the full extent of its capacity 
should be a sine qua non of even a beef breed, for we must not for 
get that the ultimate purpose of the breeder of beef sires is to im. 
prove the quality of commercial cattle, not to bring out a few pam- 
pered and artifically-fed animals. 
While claiming that Angus cattle are second to none in improy- 
ing the beefing qualities of any race, I also claim that no breeder 
need fear that the milking of their stock femaies will suffer, The 
Aberdeen-Angus bull will give his impression to any race of cattle 
in respect of early maturity and scale when tested, not by the eye 
but by the weighbridge, and will at the same time secure a large 
proportion of good mothers in the herd.

Some Speculation on Early Doddie History.

Se actioned, still uncontradicted. That a breed of cattle may 
ae existed in almost primeval purity in the Scottish fastnesses is 
an assumption which one cannot deny. On the hand, that Scottish 
cattle-lifters did come over the border, not once or twice, but fre- 

uently, during several centuries, and that English herds were driv- 
js before them somewhere into Scotland, though how far we cannot 
tell, is more than an assumption. Whether they were distributed 
about Scotland and eventually absorbed into the native breeds, or 
eaten in the festivities after a successful raid, history does not say. 

The first of the Royal shows at which special classes for Scotch 

lled cattle were introduced was in 1851 at Windsor. The specifi- 
cation was wide enough to admit the Galloways, but the Aberdeen- 
Angus carried all before them, Mr. McCombie winning three out of 
the four prizes awarded. The next place where those breeds had 
special classes was at Carlisle, in 1855, when the specification was 
altered to “Angus and other polled.” The results were, in each class, 
Mr. McCombie first, the rest nowhere. The first-prize bull was Han- 
ton, bred by Alexander Bowie, of Mains of Kelly. “To him,” wrote 
Mr. McCombie, “I am indeed indebted for Hanton, who, with Angus 
and Panmure in the male line, were my herd’s fortunes.” 

Seven years elapsed before the classes were again included, and 
the occasion was that of the Battersea meeting, in 1862, when the 
Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland, suspending its own 
annual meeting, gave the prizes for the four Scotch breeds. Those 
for the Aberdeen-Angus were offered under the specification “Polled 
Aberdeen and Angus,” in six classes, three of males and three of fe- 
males. Mr. McCombie’s first-prize cow, Pride of Aberdeen, was one 
of the wonders of the show, with a remarkable family history.. She 
was fourth in descent from Black Meg, the foundress of a celebrated 
tribe, comprising many of the most distinguished winners. One of 
Meg’s daughters was Queen of Ardovie, whose daughter, Queen 
Mother, purchased by Mr. McCombie at Mr. Fullerton’s sale about 
seventy-five years ago, was a prize-winner up to the age of fourteen 
years. She, in turn, became the dam of Lola Montes, a well-known 
Royal Northern winner, and Lola Montes gave birth to Charlotte, a 
Paris prize-winner, in 1856, dam of Pride of Aberdeen, more than 
once first at the Highland Society’s shows. At Battersea Charlotte 


and Pride of Aberdeen, mother and daughter, were rivals in the ring, 
and bore away the leading honours, the daughter first, the dam 
second in the same class. 

Let us dig a bit further. In the class of two-year-old Bulls Mr.

Farquharson’s Garibaldi, bred by Mr. 
McCombie from Pride of Aberdeen, and 
in the yearling class a full-brother, Ri- 
fleman, exhibited by Mr. McCombie, 
were respectively second and first. Mr. 
McCombie’s entries gained other prizes, 
and one prize went to an Irish breeder 
_ of Scotch Polls. Three Highland pre- 
mier bulls competed, and in the prize list Mr. Lyall’s Prospero and 
fom Pipes were separated by Druid, bred and exhibited by the Ear! 
of Southesk. 

In special classes at Newcastle, 1864, for “Scotch Polls, except 
Galloways,” Charlotte, in her fourteenth year, and the mother of 
nearly as many calves as she was years old, again stood beside Pride 
of Aberdeen in the judging ring, and again won second to her daugh- 
ter’s first prize. The daughter inherited her mother’s extraordinary 
fecundity. Five years later there were classes at Manchester, ten 
years later at the Kilburn International Show, in 1880 at Carlisle, 
and in 1883 at York, all for “Angus or Aberdeen” cattle. In 1885 
there were classes at Preston for “Aberdeen or Angus” (the name 
reversed), and in 1887 at Newcastle for “Aberdeen-Angus” cattle, a 
name which was then for the first time used by the society. 

Two remarkable drawbacks, which the breed has victoriously 
passed, have occurred in the course of its history. The Herd Book 
was contemplated and the collection of materials commenced about 
the year 1842, but, like the Shorthorn Herd Book a generation earl- 
ier, the Herd Book of Scotch polled cattle had a prolonged incuba- 
tion. At length the collected materials were produced, but they all 
perished in the flames of the Highland Society’s museum in 1851. 
Six years later, on the initiative of the Earl of Southesk, joined by 
other leading breeders, Mr. Edward Ravenscroft began the work 
afresh, and in 1862 issued that voiume which was the subject of much 
unfavorable comment. The copyright of the work was transferred 
to Alexander Ramsay, of Banff, and in 1871, when a meeting of 
breeders decided to proceed with its issue, he and Mr. H. D. Adam- 
son ee to carry it on. Ably edited volumes were from that time 
issued, a few of the earlier containing the pedigrees of Galloway 
cattle. But the Galloway breeders formed a society and took over 
the Galloway portion of the work, the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
forming a separate society under the Queen’s patronage in 1879, ac- 
quiring the copyrieht of the Herd Book and appointing Mr. Ramsay 
as their secretary. 

The second drawback was of a graver nature—the rinderpest in 
1865, whereby many fine herds were ruined and many more greatly 
reduced. The complete recovery of the Aberdeen-Angus from the 
verge of extermination—for it amounted to that in a great part of 
the area which may be called, in the chronicles of the breed, classic 
ground—was marvellous. The restoration, accomplished quietly, yet 
within a short time, is a credit to the breeders. Note—This inter-

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THE FARM LOAN BANK IS BACK AT

The Supreme Court’s ruling that has finally been handed down 
after a year or two in which the farm mortgage bankers got in their 
work at any old rates should do a lot to put the U. S. farmers on 
their feet in the present situation. Their loans will do much to help 
men buy pure bred sires and get their crops in and buildings up, 
relieving the entire situation all the way round. Let us hope there 
will be an immediate use of these funds, and that there will be suf- 
ficient of them to take care of all sound loans needed. An immedi- 
ate use of this financing should show an easing effect in a few 
months time and pure breds would go ahead with reassurance.

WENTWORTH’S SALE CHART SHOWS DODDIES 
PAY OVER A NUMBER OF YEARS ON AVERAGE! 


Capt. E. N. Wentworth turns out a valuable piece of work for 
pure bred interests from his office in Armour’s main building at the 
Chicago Yards now and then. The chart showing native steer values 
at Chicago over twenty-one years, with those values multiplied by 
8, paralled by the average public sale prices of the three breef 

-breeds is especially noteworthy. If the average breeder gets three 
times the steer price for his average pure bred, he ought to be satis- 
fied, hadn’t he? Well, this chart shows that he has been doing that 
for more than twenty years. When slumps come, the average price 
drops below this 3-times-the-steer mark, but at other times, it rises 
above it, so that this rating is about right. Since Chicago prices 
are usually the top for the country, breeders in the territory adja- 
cent the other markets, while their prices are under the 3-times- 
Chicago mark, are not far off three times their central steer mar- 
ket rating. Many practical breeders and feeders will see where 
there are variations and reasons for the differences in the three 
breeds. For example, the Doddies had no publicity until the last 
three years and no breed paper until the last year and a half, so 
that the others reached their “peak” a year or so before the Aber- 
deen-Angus. The territories and the droughts that hit the Hereford 
sections so hard in the last three years with less effect on the other 
breeds could also be used to point out shifting in the peaks, so that 
none came the same year.

WE DOUBT THE WISDOM OF A 
TARIFF AGAINST CANADIAN 
CATTLE. 


There is a lot of tariff talk going on now 
at Washington that is likely to end in no 
particular good for the U. S. farmer and 
for the pure bred cattle breeder. We es- 
pecially refer to the tariff aimed against 
Canadian cattle in the Fordney bill. The 
280,000 head of Canadian cattle that came 
in here last year were mostly feeders, and 
always have been largely of that class. On 
the other hand, the Canadian West especial- 
ly is trying to get away from all-grain 
farming and is using every agency to aid 
pure bred live stock. The Canadian West 
is a vast field for this kind of live stock de- 
velopment and has always been our best 
importer of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, as 
well as taking a great many head of the 
other breeds, especially Herefords, Short- 
horns and Percherons. If the Canadians are 
caught between the Old Country ban on 
“Canadian stores” and a U. S. tariff, this 
enthusiasm for live stock raising is going to 
get a sudden and permanent setback that it 
will be a long time in regaining. 

The farmers of Scotland and England 
don’t have a tariff against Canadian cattle, 
but they have their little joker that the 
Canadians claim is the same thing in ban- 
ning Canadian cattle because they are “like- 
ly to introduce disease.” 

The Old Country papers are full of let- 
ters, editorials and speeches on this ques- 
tion, the farmers and farm interests being 
solidly against admitting Canadian cattle. 
The Canadian papers take the opposite side 
and talk about the “ingratitude of the moth- 
er country” and the “hypocracy” of the 
farmers of the Old Country in insisting on a 
“tariff” under the label of branding Cana- 
dian live stock unhealthy. While the little 
debate between Canadian and British Isles 
farmers is none of our business directly, be-

Glasgow, Scotland. Special to 
The Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

There recently left this port for 
Boston, the greatest bunch of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus that have gone to 
America in the entire history of the 
export business, according to many 
good judges here. While only about 
half as many head were taken as in Messrs. Carpenter & Ross, 
initial exportation of Aberdeen-Angus, this group represent the 
work of a year and two trips from the U. S. to Scotland on Mr. 
Peter G. Ross’ part in searching out every nook and cranny of Scot- 
land and looking at both pedigree and animal to send out just ex- 
actly what the pedigree fanciers of Doddies on the other side want. 

But one bull went in this consignment, but he was a Bleaton 
bull that has the famous Baron Beauford for a grand sire and 
Esquire of Harviestoun, sire of this year’s champion group at Perth, 
for his sire. In fact, Mr. Ross picked him at Perth as the best of the 
four sons of Esquire of Harviestoun, figuring he would develop into 
a better bull than even the 3,000-guinea youngster that equaled the 
record price and was the highest bull sold in Scotland this year of 
any breed. This youngster’s future will be something we will 


watch for news of in Scotland, as there is hope that he will develop | 


into a second “Evenest,” which Mr. Philip reports “one of the great 
bulls of the world.” The Bleaton bull is an Enchantress Erica, of 
the same branch from which came Etrurian and Everest, champion 
and reserve at the 1920 Highland, both of which have been much 
asked about by Americans who have sought to export them. 

To satisfy the American pedigree hunger for Evergreens and 
Elbas, Mr. Ross took five head that will likely make history. The 
Evergreen comes from the famous Spey valley section of Scotland, 
not far from Ballindalloch; from Knockanbuie, owned by John 
Grant. She is the eighth of a strong line bred at Knockanbuie, and 
is sired by a well bred bull bred by Peter Grant of Carr Bridge and 
Advie Mains fame. 

In the Elba quartette, one of which has heifer calf at side, are 
two bred in England along much the same lines as the heifer re- 
cently exported by Mr. John N. Rae of Mounthooly. Elma of Theo- 
balds is a three-year-old, bred by Admiral, the Hon. Sir Hedworth 
Meux; and her yearling heifer was bred at Durfold, in Surrey.

their bull, or the steer feeders 
might keep the bulls and allow his 
neighbors breeding privileges. In 
this event an option could be re- 
tained on the caif at weaning time. 
‘he service fees would pay tor the 
bull’s keep and give the owner the 
breed and type of calves he wanted 
to feed. Feeders desire steers that 
will make economical gains and return the greatest protit from 
the feed lot. ‘lherefore, they cannot buy better bulls than regis- 
tered Abverdeen-Angus to secure this kind of steers. 

‘rhe above plan is one of the many that might be worked out. 
‘Lhe time has come when the corn belt farmers cannot rely upon 
other people to supply feeding steers. ‘they must get busy and 
under some plan produce them. Such a plan would enable the 
feeder to put his steers in the feed lot in better condition than if 
they were shipped hundreds of miles. He would save the freight, 
commissions and yardage; he could select the type he wanted, and 
buy at almost any season of the year that was convenient for 
him. In a few years the quality of steers would be greatly im- 
proved, because pure bred sires would naturally be used on the 
high priced farm lands. The heifers sired by these good bulls 
would be added to the herd and bring up the quality. ‘the nearer 
pure bred an animal is, the more efficient it is. The producer 
would be paid a higher price for his steer or calf; the feeder would 
be returned a larger profit for his feed and labor by receiving a 
higher price for the tinished product. In order to be convinced 
that pure breds or well bred steers outsell low grades, one has 
only to visit the markets and observe the sales. Pure breds make 
faster and more economical gains and are ready for the market at 
an earlier age. 

At this time many farmers are saying they will not feed steers 
again. It is true that most feeders lost money in 1920. Farmers 
in the central states, however, will engage in some kind of live 
stock farming whether it be steer feeding or the production of 
pure breds. Some system of stock farming in combination with 
grain farming is essential to successful and permanent agriculture. 
It is practically impossible to maintain a high state of soil fertility 
where grain farming alone is followed. By combining the two sys- 
tems farmers can build up and maintain the fertility of their 
soils, and at the same time return a good rate of interest on their 
investment. With the thought of steer production arises the ques- 
tion, which breed will return the greatest profit? A review of the 
fat cattle awards at the International Shows will tell one in a few 
words that Aberdeen-Angus cattle have the ability to lay on fat 
where it is most desired by the 
butcher and packer. If we are 
producing something to sell to this 
class of people, it is well to pro-

duce as near to their ideal as 
possible. When one man is able 
* to win the grand champion carlot 
honors five years with Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, it appears that they 
are the cattle most sought after. 
If steers are produced in 
large numbers on high priced land 
in the central states there will 
likely be a change in the market- 
ing system. The most profitable 
time to market these steers would 
be as baby beeves, at from twelve 
to eighteen months of age. It 
would cost too much to carry them 
until they are two years old, at 
which age most steers go in the 
feed lot, and then feed them out. 
By marketing them at the earlier 
age, the farmers would be able to 
carry a larger herd of cows. 
Steers carried after they are a 
year old replace a cow each and 
therefore cut down the annual calf 
production.

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William McCombie of Tillyfour and 


the Aberdeen-Angus — By Robert C. Auld

PART III. 


I have alluded to “the house,” as the home of 
William was called, to distinguish it apparently 
from ‘‘the houses,” “‘the offices,’’ or “the steading.” 
But though sometimes it was designated ‘‘Tillyfour 
Mansion” and “Tillyfour House,” it could not very 
well be thought of as one or the other. It was a 
three-part structure at the time I am writing of, and 
up until after the visit of Her Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria to Tiilyfour in 1868. Perhaps the most ap- 
propriate description of it, found in Black’s Highland 
Society Essay, is “Mr. McCombie’s farm mansion.” 

In the middle stood the older part of the struc- 
ture, to the right the oldest, to the left the “new 
wing.” The middle portion consisted of ihe old, 
original house of four main rooms, an attic and a 
cellar. It was in the room to the left on the second 
floor or storey in which William was born, which he 
used as his living room until the latest wing was 
built. William’s room contained the safe built into 
the wall, protected behind by the new wing, and that 
safe was latterly taxed beyond its limits and the 
excess plate had to be stowed away in other secret 
places. On this same floor was the guest chamber 
of the old house. Below William’s room was the 
parlour, used as a dining room for ordinary occa- 
sions until later years when the main dining room 
became the family assemblage place. 

Sunday Evening Meetings. 

It was in this parlour that William assembled 
every Sunday evening the “servants” from the farm 
for a service of catechising, psalm singing, scripture 
reading, a chapter from Henry’s Commentary, or 
Doddridge, and a prayer which he read from a prayer 
book. Doddridge was that terror striking declamant 
of the agonies of hell-fire in which William then ab- 
solutely believed and used to quote authorities to 
impress his hearers with the belief that ‘these bodies 
of ours would be made to endure agonies the like of 
which in life they could not thole,” and the manner 
in which he emphasized this, by swinging out his 
right hand, a pinch of snuff between his thumb and 
forefinger, accompanying each word with a move- 
ment of the hand, speaking in a deep, hollow mono- 
tone, as became such an awful pronouncement, al- 
Ways was received with bated breath, staring gaze 
and tense attitude, until the last word of the sen- 
tence was spoken and the hand raised to transfer 
the snuff to its accustomed, repository, with the 
usual sigh of satisfaction. There would be a sud- 
den relaxation in the tension, a general nudging 
from one to another, and an escape of pent up breath. 
Then he would proceed, though this generally was 
the climax to his exhortation. The service would be 
concluded by the reading of a prayer—the Master 
preferred that more modest form. After that, Jeems, 
the grieve, would remain for a conference on the 
week's work. 

It was not, however, all religion, sulphurous as it 
sometimes was, and exhortation to be good that were 
his themes at these Sunday evening meetings. Even 
in the midst of them, the Master would relax ani 
enter into friendly, confidential talks with his men. 
He would tell them anecdotes and give them advice. 


A chapter, indeed, might be devoted to his ‘“‘advis- . 


ings,” which cost nothing, as would a_ lawyer's, 
but one piece of wisdom I may recall. He would 
often get around to the subject of carefulness in 
money matters, in savng and loaning, and ‘then he 
would suddenly and with unction declare, “Take my 
advice, boys, and never lend money to a freen (i. e., 
a relative); if you do, you'll never get it back.” 
And just this one more, on the occasion of the death 


of some local “‘body,’’ perhaps he would comment on 
deaths generally and conclude always, “A man dies 
as he lives,’”” from which his ‘men’ could draw the 
inference natural in each case. And in these allu- 
sions to others, he always spoke of himself as a 
“standing monument to God's sparing mercy,” and 
“The sympathies of this world are wi’ th’ strong an‘ 
no’ wi’ th’ weak.” All these sayings came to have 
the weight of proverbial philosophy, and I have been 
often told that they “stuck” in the memories of his 
hearers and served as guidance in many a critical 
situation. Also that much of the noblest portions 
of the Scriptures were similarly recalled, because 
of having been impressed on them by his solemn 
rendering of them. 

This parlour also was the scene of many a visit 
from the Rev. Alexander Milne, minister, as he was 
to be, for 56 years, of the parish, and it was a great 
feast to sit and listen to the stories told by each, 
enough to “fill a volume’’—pity I did not think of 
writing them down, but some I recall that I may 
endeavour to retell. The parlour was also the scene 
of Mr. Milne’s catechising visitations, during these 
earlier years; and he had his terror striking mes- 
sage. He declared with great conviction, also with 
a pinch of carefully guarded snuff, that “it was a 
more heinous crime to take the name of the Lord 
our God in vain, than it was for one man to slay 
his neighbour ;’’ his argument being that the first 
was a sin against the Almighty, the Creator, while 
the second was only a sin against man, the creature. 

When William's sister took her place in her broth- 
er’s household, the parlour became “‘our”’ sitting room 
and William’s dining room, while the big room on 
the ground floor in the new wing on high days and 
holidays was used for entertaining visitors or guests. 
Then it would be made the show place for the ac- 
cumulating plate, the big light oak sideboard groan- 
ing under its burden of silver medals and trophies. 
The big dining room also happened to have been 
used the night of the Smithfield show at which Black 
Prince made his spectacular winning. James Reid, 
Greystone, had been invited over, and the two ex- 
hibitors sat before the glowing fire waiting for the 
return of the messenger from Wflitehouse, the tele- 
graph and railway station on the Alford branch of 
the G. N. S. R., where every night the coachman was 
sent to bring up the evening mail or get Monday 
night’s returns from the London market. Needless 
to say that was a glorious night. It was followed 
soon after by the arrival of huge boxes of silver 
plate, sent by the Birmingham and London silver- 
smiths, each with a collection of silver cups and such- 
like, from which to select the trophies of victory. 
William had formerly always chosen cups—they made 
a show; but now Mrs. Auld managed to make an 
innovation by selecting silver plate for the table, 
which was effected by using the minor cup winnings 
for that purpose. Then the hanging of the head of 
Black Prince and later of Charlotte, the Paris cow, 
(see Banffshire Journal, June 6, 1920) in the dining 
room was an event; and the inspection there of “Poor 
Feliow” by the Queen (see Breeder's Gazette July 
16, 1914), the sideboard being again loaded. On 
that occasion the Prince Albert Poissy Cup, however, 
was exhibited upstairs in the drawing room, in which 
the Queen was entertained, and while resting, was 
served with tea, cake and “the Queen’s shortbread” 
from Perth. ‘The drawing room, too, was Jater to 
be adorned by lithographic portraits of the Queen 
and Prince Consort. It was furnished by a drawing 
room suite secured at the auction of a late Lord 
Provost of Aberdeen from his house in Union Street, 
now the clubhouse of the Northern Club, the walla 
being hung with water colours by my father. From 
its windows the picturesque old Castle of Craigievar 
was visible, the turreted top looming above the trees,

ing’”—and afterwards the “new” member. I mus 
mention the visit of one particular individual, A 
thick-set, short-statured individual, in a grey suit and 
soft hat, appeared one forenoon with a companion 
taller, ruddier and quicker in mowement; but both 
very voluble, conversing on philological and othe; 
abstruse subjects with each other. I found it was 
none other than Dr. William Robertson Smith, who 
had walked over from the Free Kirk Manse of Keig, 
his father being minister there of that denomination, 
with a Cambridge friend. I did the honours, Mr. Me. 
Combie being on a visit to his other farms. I showel 
him about, and after lunch, as we always called such 
guest refreshments, as Dr. Smith was departing, the 
carriage with the Master arrived and he got a 
glimpse of the retreating sturdy figure as it disap. 
peared up the pathway. Calling me aside later, he 
asked me, ‘“‘Whatna little kin’ o’ a mannie was that 
ye were eenterteenin’ th’ day, Cam’il?” I fear the 
Master had less appreciation of Oriental scholarship, 
Biblical erudition, ‘‘heterodox views,” etc., than his 
cousin, James Boyne M’Combie, who was a strong 
supporter of the late Professor in the Free Chureh 
College at Akerdeen and then Professor in Can- 
bridge of Oriental Languages, and editor (to be in- 
chief) of the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

I must recall the visit, too, of John Giblett, the 
London salesman, perhaps the most noticeable figure 
wherever he happened to congregate with his fellow 
men. He had many a smart quip or comment on 
everything he saw, drawn from his long life’s ex- 
perience. He was mighty though little—a Hercules 
in muscular development, and I remember him re- 
marking to me at Tillyfour, “I would never dare 
hit a man for fear I would kill him.” His. father 
was one of the founders of the Smithfield Club and 
once treasurer. I also remember once while I was 
in London meeting him as he was approaching the 
Bank of England. He was dressed in what mus 
have been the old-fashioned but rigidly correct riding 
habit—top-boots, polished; spurs, whip and all. He 
was on foot, leading his horse. His sharp but classic 
features and characteristic manner of wearing his 
side whiskers, chin shaven, and his whole appearance 
seemed to convince all who observed him—and who 
did not?—that here was some county magnate—# 
markis, duke or a’ that! as a Scot might have 
thocht—-or great personality. He seemed just to 
have stepped out of a family canvas, like some al- 
cestor strayed from his place. Any visitor to the 
Smithfield Club Show would instantly recognize him. 
When there was any member of the Royal Family 
visiting the stalls at the great Show, if he had not 
been on hand at the start he would come rushing 
up and the manner in which he elbowed his way to 
the front was immense and startling, it showed he 
believed in push at least. He loved art, painting 
was his relaxation and hé painted a portrait of Mr. 
M’Combie which was strikingly natural. His son 
carried on his business; he was married to 9 daugh 
ter of the great Swan, father of the firm of salee 
men of that name in Edinburgh. 

Another visitor should not be forgotten— Jamé 
Sinclair, then reporter on the Banffshire Journal— 
who was sent to obtain Mr. M’Combie’s signature # 
Vice-president of the Polled Cattle Society. It was 4

ae “North British Agriculturist” (“the N. B.” it 
. called) was also a privileged visitor; William 
Seadenald. second editor of the “‘N. B.” the “father 


of live stock reporting,” and the man who brought 
“family” ‘to the front; Henry Alexander, to be third 
editor of the “Free Press”; a name-forgotten Gallo- 
waykirk man, a wanderer and wonderer from the ri- 
yal fold; and Gordon Stables and his huge Newfound- 
land dog I also remrmber. And Dwyer, of Biallid. 
Perthshire, was a visitor and came down to dinner in 
kilted formality, his visit likely inspired by the rem- 
iniscence of the M’Comie ancestry in Glenshee. He 
veminded us a good deal of the type of Hunter of Dip- 
ple, who wore a monocle. 

The dining room, too, became in turn the meeting 
place of the Master’s Sunday evening worship with his 
men, until the newer wing was in use, when the 
“class” was transferred to the kitchen there; and al- 
so of the annual dinner on Aul’ Yule given to the 
Tillyfour farm servants, which the grieves of the oth- 
er farms were “ex officio” entitled to attend. These 
were great occasions. But it was to the drawing-room 
that we escorted, daily as long as he was able, the old 
warrior when stricken down, he having to resign him- 
self to the affliction that suddenly overtook him and 
that ended soon afterwards, from his room in the new 
wing on the same floor, in an endeavor to give him a 
little change. 


The Queen at Tillyfour. 


The old kitchen was the homeliest place in the old 
house at that time. There many a youngster had 
learned to lift his feet to the strains of an itinerant 
or other. violin. And its great low hearth, with its 
huge crane, presented a great problem for the deviser 
of the creature entertainment that was lavished on the 
guests in the big dining-room when these were present. 
Roasting and toasting and basting and broiling were 
not so easy there as they were after the old kitchen 
had been demolished, and in the new a modern range 
had been installed. It was at one of these windows 
that our scholarly literature-consuming friend, ‘‘Wil- 
lie’ Smith, when coachman for the Master used to take 
his meals ‘with Hogg set up in front of him as he 
devoured his porridge or broth, spoonful by spoonful. 
And it was there, outside, in front of these windows. 
that were gathered the few guests who were present 
the day the Queen arrived~-James Boyne M’Combie. 
Ann M’Combie Alexander (wife of Henry of the “Free 
Press”), and a few others. And it was in front of 
the older house of the low narrow door that William. 
bare-headed, and his sister stood to welcome Her Ma- 
jesty, who, when she arrived with Miss MacGregor, her 
lady in attendance, was escorted ‘‘upstairs’’ by the 
mistress of the house. The first words Her Majesty 
spoke to Mr. M’Combie, after acknowledging his greet- 
ing and taking his arm as he helped her to alight 
were: “How glad I chose today, instead of yesterday. 
Mr. M’Combie, for my visit.” She referred to the 
beautiful sunny day, real Queen’s weather, as usual. 
And that was the way she spoke to her host while he 
was escorting her around the ‘“‘premises.’’ But that is 
anticipating. 

We all regretted the demolition of the “old kitch- 
en.” It should have remained to be an incorporate 
and reminiscent part of the finished structure, it gave 
it the only distinction the place had, and with its dis- 
appearance the house became a tame-looking affair. 
The building of the new east wing was in progress 
when Mr. Milne made a visit, and viewing it pointed 
out that in building the wall on the same line as that 
of the old house and the west wing, the resuli would 
be barn-like. He prevailed on Mr. M’Combie to in- 
struet the builder to raise the partially-built wall and 
vebuild it a foot further out, thus making a break in 
the line with a dressed stone corner or edge. In giving 
the suggestion the minister of the parish proved a 


better architect than an architect of Aberdeen, who 
had spoiled the appearance of the house by building 
the first wing on a line with the old. 


Life of Tillyfour. 


The new room of the Master was plainly furnished. 
with its bed, centre table, big easy high-backed horse- 
hair-covered chair, an old fashioned secretaire, another 
desk and cabinet, and chairs, and a portrait of Bar- 
clay of Ury. The big chair and the centre round 
table were the settings that made the picture. There, 
sitting in that big chair, before the grate, with his 
arm resting on the high side of the chair, by the table, 
would the Master read or dictate, and take his meals, 
as he had done in the old room in the old house. Lat- 
terly he took breakfast in bed—a “luxury” his cousin, 
William of Easter Skene, had remarked, “I have not 
yet indulged in.”’ 

Though William of Tillyfour had discarded the 
“wholesome porridge,’’ he yet loved some of the other 
simple Scottish dishes, the smooth, gullet-drifting sow- 
ens being one that he would respond to, sometimes, 
for supper. He loved game when in season; and there 
is one tragedy of a grouse that is still remembered. 
Whether he was particularly grateful for the provision 
on the occasion to which this refers or not, it is re- 
corded in the mental tablets that he clasped his hands 
and made a particularly fervent and lengthy grace. He 
had at the time a favourite dog, a big Newfoundland, 
which he had as a watch dog, that he would often re- 
lease and have follow him. On this ocasion the faith- 
ful brute dogged his steps to his room and lay down. 


_The supper arriving and being placed on the table. 


William must have closed his eyes, for when the grace 


was said and he opened his eyes and turned to his” 


plate, the bird had fairly “taken wing.’’ The dog had 
snatched it, and decamped, for the door had been left 
ajar. The face of the Master must have been “a 
picture to make a statue of.’ But all he is recorded 
to have said was “’Od tak it—but that bird was 
good.”” Bacon and eggs used to be his breakfast with 
toast; or “‘finnan haddie” from ‘Bonnie’ Eppie’s at 
the foot of the stairs in the New Market, Aberdeen. 
or other variation. He drank no tea or coffee—he 
“washed down his meal’’ with Schweppes soda water, 
plain in the morning, with whisky, perhaps, for sup- 
per. At dinner he used to drink a glass of spirits. 
But latterly on the recommendation of Sir Henry 
Thompson, his surgeon in London, he “eschewed” the 
spirits entirely and took tea for breakfast and a light 
claret for dinner instead. A whole-meal biscuit, spee- 
ially prepared, took the place of toast and bread. At 
dinner after the substantials had been disposed of, a 
joint, a chicken, or “a bird,’’ whatever it might be, 
he would inquire with a twinkle. ‘‘What else?”’ which, 
as he would explain, was the remark always made by 
one of his old business friends when dining “‘out.” He 
had always, biblically, abhorred pork, but on one oc- 
easion on being invited to dinner over to the cottage 
that had been built for William’s mother, after the 
death of his father, there was served by Mrs. Thomas 
M’Combie, the widow of his brother “‘the Honourable 
Thomas,” as he was called, a joint from which he 
asked a second helping. Mrs. Thomas was chuckling 
the while, seeing how he enjoyed it, and after he had 
been satisfied, she remarked, “‘If you had known what 
it was, William, I suppose you would have refused 
it?" And he had to admit that she could cook. a piece 
of pork that had fooled him. On these occasions he 
sometimes told of the tremendous appetites of some of 
his cattle-dealing acquaintances, as told in “‘Cattle and 
Cattle Breeders,”’ that used to astonish his younger 
hearers. ‘ After dinner or supper, of course, he would 
find solace in his tobacco. But he did not make of it 
such a constant solace as his snuff box, which was 


almost always in hand. And what pinches he did take’ 


and what waste compared with the economical 
spoonfuls of James Whyte, his Tillyfour grieve, for 
instance. On one occasion sgeing that his smoking— 
it was in the carriage one cold night, the windows be- 
ing closed—annof$ed his sister, he threw the pipe out 
of the window, and said, +‘There, I’ll no smoke again. 
when you are riding wi’ me.” Thus on every occa- 
sion of the kind did he show his concern and consid- 
ertion for others. 

Then he would, in the evenings, or mornings, as the 
case might be, according to the weather, settle down to 
his dictation. And much of his correspondence—and. 
of course, his speeches, which had to be “printed” out 
—gave him great concern. Particular communications 
he would devote much time to, exhausting every argu-

ment possible, to support his point of view. He would 
become restless and, searching for some word, would 
rise from his chair, slippered and in dressing gown. 
snuff box and handkerchief in hand (as told in ‘Mr. 
M’Combie at Home,” in “The World”), and pace 
around the room. On such occasions he would be in 
the condition of “In the yark o’t,” as he would char- 
acterise it, when he felt equal to the task. After that. 
at night, he would again settle down before the grate 
and read. Then he would retire, pull the long night- 
cap over his head, and we would leave him, but not to 
immediate slumber; for from his place of repose a 
voice would be heard, at first low and tender, but 
gradually rising in power and intensity. It was his 
usual nightly prayer. As my mother often told me 
and as I knew myself, he poured forth his whole soul 
in these prayers in words of great eloquence. Some- 
times he would pause, as if pondering——perhaps he 
would reach out for his snuff-box and take a pinch 
of snuff, and then we would imagine him reclasping 
his hands, as he resumed his appeal at the altar.

Government Ends Supervision of Stock 
Yards. 


Formal announcement of the termination 
of government supervision of stock yards 
and live stock commission firms, effective 
March 3, 1921, was made recently by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Markets. This action brings to 
a close one-of the important war-time ac- 
tivities of the department, dating back to 
the enactment of the food control act of 


August 10, 1917, commonly known as the 


a Act, which was repealed March 3, 
1921. 

Though licenses granted under the act ter- 
minated on March 3, the department points 
out in its announcement that “all rights 
and liabilities arising under the law, the 
proclamations of the president, and the reg- 
ulations thereunder, before the approval of 
the joint resolution, continue and may be en- 
forced in the same manner as if the Lever 
Act had not been repealed.”

Nodaway County (Mo.) Busy. 

Word comes to hand that Nodaway Coun- 
ty, Missouri, is a real live place and a good 
place to live. The cattle business in that 
section is reported to be looking good and 
the county is pushing the pure bred sire 
campaign strongly. They report having al- 
ready sold 32 pure bred bulls, mostly Short- 
horns, and that there are but very few Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls left for sale in that sec- 
tion.

It 
is our desire to assist in every way pos- 
sible and we urge all breeders to get busy 
through this office. If we can not handle 
the business we will get some help. 


Live Stock Conference Called at Ames. 

A number of men keenly interested in the 
economical and profitable production of 
market live stock as well as in the suecess 
of the pure bred live stock breeders associa- 
tions, have suggested that a conference of 
all those interested be called to discuss ways 
and means of establishing a closer relation- 
ship within the live stock breeding industry. 

In response to these suggestions, such a 
conference is being arranged to be held in 
Ames, Thursday, May 19th. ’ 

The farmer-breeder cannot do without 
pure bred seed stock if he is to produce effi- 
ciently. The breeders of pure bred live stock 
cannot continue in that business unless they 
can sell their product at reasonable prices 
to the “farmer trade” which is the final sup- 
port of any sound pure bred live stock in- 
dustry. 

Acknowledging the condition and the 


. mistakes and evils that have been more or 


less responsible for the condition is well 
enough. However, it seems time that some 
attempt be made to break the deadlock and 
bring the producer and the “consumer” of 
pure bred live stock together on a basis 
on which they can do business. 

It is felt that such a conference of repre- 
sentatives of county Live Stock Breeders’ 
Associations, Breed Associations, individual 
farmers and breeders, county agents, Farm 
Bureau representatives and any others in- 
terested should be helpful under present 
conditions. A committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the various groups listed has 
been called to work out a program for the 
conference and arrange further necessary 
details for the meeting.

A conference to consider the tentative 
classes and grades of live stock which have 
been promulgated by the U. S. Bureau of 
Markets was held in Chicago on March 10, 
11 and 12. The meetings were attended 
by representatives of the producer, commis- 
sion men, live stock exchanges, packing com- 
panies, retail meat dealers and the U. S. 
Bureau of Markets. 

The first day was devoted to a considera- 
tion of the classes and grades of cattle and 
calves. On the second day sheep and hogs 
were considered, and the third day was de- 
voted to a conference of bureau representa- 
tives with a view to outlining a series of 
proposed bulletins dealing with standard 
classes and grades. 

Every one present at the meetings agreed 
as to the necessity of having standard class- 
es and grades for live stock and, with only 
a few exceptions, the tentative grades al- 
ready promulgated were approved. These

which the bureau has been using for some 
time in its live stock market reports.

Progess in “T. B.” Eradication in 1920, 

At the end of the last calendar year there 
were in the United States more than 5,009 
accredited herds free from tuberculosis, On 
June 30, 1920, there were 3,370 such herds 
and six months later, on December 30, there 
were 5,013, according to figures just com. 
piled by the Bureau of Animal Industry 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
During the six months period there has bee, 
a marked increase in the number of herds 
that have successfully passed one test. (Qp 
June 30, there were 16,599 such herds, and 
on December 30, 27,842. The department is- 
sues a report each month showing by states 
the number of herds that have been tested, 
the number of cattle that have reacted and 
the number that have been found to be free 
from the disease. 

Minnesota, with 731 accredited herds, 
leads all other states, with Wisconsin second 
with 496 herds and Pennsylvania third with 
425. During December 1,447 herds, in which 
there were 13,979 cattle, were tested in Miss- 
issippi. In Wisconsin 851 herds, having in 
all 15,411 animals, were tested.

times. This Crawford chap is a quiet sort 
of a guy to look at, but he seems to have 
the go-get-’em punch. More power to hir!

“Nebraska Farmer” Doddie “Article.” 

The Nebraska Farmer has been running a 
series on “Better Types of Live Stock,” and 
Talk No. XIV was on “The Galloway and 
Angus,” by Frank D. Tomson, editor of - 
Shorthorn in America. Mr. Tomson handles 
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the Doddie characteristically, the lumping of 
this breed with the Galloway putting it in 
its place, as he would naturally see it. The 
casual reader who didn’t know might get the 
idea from the head that the article was 
about one breed, as not even in the body of 
the article is the correct name, “Aberdeen- 
Angus” used.

Then the 
old Shorthorn-Hereford bunch of sour 
grapes about the International carlots is 
brought in on a platter and set before the 
readers, “It has been the persistant. pur- 
pose of various well-known Angus breeders 
to make ready for show contests a year or 
two in advance, with special reference to 
the carlot exhibit at the International.” And 
so on about the Angus men castrating their 
best bull calves and the Whiteface and 
Shorthorn not sacrificing their good bulls. 
It might not be a bad idea for Aberdeen- 
Angus men to read the Nebraska Farmer 
article if they get an opportunity. They will 
be surprised at the little that can be said 
about their breed and the little way in which 
it can be said when artistically done.

We Pay Losses Promptly 
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A Few Ideas and Suggestions 


By Director E. S. Bayard. 


Conversation with some breeders leads me 
to believe that they do not properly under- 
stand what the Aberdeen-Angus Association 
is attempting to do in its extension work. 
They have not come into contact with any of 
the extension men and have not been direct- 
ly helped by these men, therefore they feel 
that they are not benefited by the extension 
work. Let us get the idea out of our sys- 
tem that extension work is to benefit any in- 
dividual breeder directly. It is to extend the 
field of the breed, to enlist new breeders and 
to promote the use of Angus blood in the 
production of commercial cattle. To do these 
things it must get the present breeders to 
working together for the same purposes, it 
must bring the merits of the breed to the at- 
tention of the public, and it must develop 
the use of Angus blood in regions where its 
merits are not now known. Like all other 
missionary work this must be done largely 
where Angus are not well known or popular. 
It is the business of each breeder to adver- 
tise and sell his own cattle, but it is the As- 
sociation’s business to make the outlet for 
Angus cattle as broad as possible so all 
breeders will have a good opportunity to sell. 

* * * 


I wish to point out a few amendments 
to the by-laws that should be discussed be- 
fore the next annual meeting. One of these 
is a system of mail voting for directors of 
the Association. This cannot be substituted 
for the proxy plan, but it should be tried as 
a supplement to it. Nominations might be 
made on petition signed by a specified num- 
ber of members, then the list of nominees 
mailed to the members in advance of the an- 
nual meeting. An opportunity to vote for 
any man so nominated might be appreciated 
by our members and it should be given a 
Such an amendment to the 
Association’s by-laws can readily be made at 


any annual meeting. I feel that the Board 
of Directors should also be permitted to vote 
by mail on matters which come up between 
meetings. This is now legally impossible. 

* * * 


The Board should be authorized to hire em- 
ployes for a longer period than one year. 
There are certain advantages and disadvan- 
tages in this plan but the advantages will 
overbalance the disadvantages. It is getting 
harder to secure employes who know that 
there is a possibility of their being dropped 
at the end of any year. Many men will not 
consider a position for one year only. 

* * * 


There is some demand for the publication 
in full of the discussions at directors’ meet- 
ings and at annual meetings. It might be 
interesting to have all this matter published, 
but the cost of doing so would be very heavy. 
If a board of directors is to reach right con- 
clusions there must be a lot of informal dis- 
cussion which is not of general interest. 
Every director’s vote should be recorded for 
the information of the members, and the 
stenographic minutes of every meeting 
should be open to the inspection of all mem- 
bers of the Association; but publishing the 
discussions in full is really an extravagance 
not justified by the Association’s present 
financial condition. If any member desires 
a transcript of any part of the Board’s dis- 
cussions he should be supplied with it at act- 
ual cost of copying. Or he should go to the 
office and read it and make his own copy. 
There is no reason why any information be- 
longing to the Association should be denied 
to any member.

The Cash Value of Pedigree. 


All animals have a pedigree of some sort, 
whether pure bred or scrub, only the pure 
bred animals have their pedigree registered 
and have pedigree certificates issued. So 
writes Mr. Wm. Hicks in the Journal of Ag- 
riculture and Horticulture, Canada. A ped- 
igree is valuable only when it proves some 
fact that is worth while about an animal, 
either favourably or otherwise. We fre- 
quently hear comments of some such nature 
as “I do not care about the papers, it is the 
cow I want.” Speaking broadly, that may 
be good business for a butcher, but the real 
stock breeder is paying more attention to 
pedigree than ever before, and we often 
hear him say, “That is a beautiful individ- 
ual, but I do not like her breeding.” 

The man who attaches the most value to a 
pedigree is the one who knows the most 
about its true value. The pedigree student 
may hear of a cow that has had a brilliant 
show-ring career. She may be particularly 
pleasing to the eye in type, form, and con- 
formation. He studies her pedigree, and 
finds that she has sprung from ancestors 
that were of little value, and immediately 
decides to let her alone, regarding her as a 
freak. On the other hand, he may find a 
cow that is not a particularly fine individual 
in type, but he studies her pedigree, and 
finds that she has for ancestors some of the 
very best animals in the breed. He de- 
cides to buy the cow, doing so on what he 
knows about her ancestors. He has made 
use of the pedigree to select a cow that has 
not, as so many are inclined to state, paid a 
big figure for papers. 

Pedigree does not make value, it decides 
value by establishing the history of ancestry. 
The cow backed by several generations of 
good producers is much more liable to be the 
dam of producers than the cow whose dam

during the fall and winter; the milk they 
receive in addition to their grain feed will 
be a great help to them. When grass comes 
the calves may be weaned and the cows 
turned out to graze. This gives them plenty 
of time to rest and prepare for the next 
calf. The calves should be grain fed during 
the grazing season. Calves thus handled 
do not lose their calf-fat, and if given a full 
feed of grain during the summer, are ready 
for the November and December markets. 
By this time the cows have another crop of 
calves and are ready to go to the bar or 
shed for feed and protection. This plan for 
fall calves has been suggested because they 
get a good start before winter comes, and 
have their mother’s milk during the first 
winter. This is the time they need help 
most and just a limited amount of milk 
makes a big difference. The cows have to 
come to the barn to be fed anyway and the 
calves are surer of being treated well. Far- 
mers are not especially busy at that time 
of year and have more time to take care 
of the calves. This plan also enables the 
producer to sell his baby beeves in the best 
market months of the ‘year for that class of 
cattle. The calves could come in the spring 
and be finished for the April and May mar 
ket. This plan, however, is not as satisfac- 
tory as the other. ;

sufficiently of the sportsman’s or artist’s 
concept to give them the necessary inspira- 
tion. 

Consequently, while the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders were developing the most perfect 
beef making machine in existence, the sup- 
porters of other breeds were following a 
definite plan of extension of interest and 
conquering of new territory. Which plan of 
the two is the better in terms of the cen- 
turies is not given us to know, but certain- 
ly the government report already quoted 
gives us an idea as to which is of the more 
immediate value in a period of deflation of 
credits and business. Certainly today the 
number of breeders supporting a given 
breed is the best financial asset attainable. 


With this in mind every Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder should become a distinct apostle of 
his breed wherever he goes. It may prove 
necessary for him to take farmers’ prices 
not only for his bulls, but for his heifers. 
It may be necessary for him to take enor- 
mous shrinks in the pedigree values of his 
herd as based on his values of two years 
ago. If he plans wisely, however, these 
shrinks are not losses, but are merely in- 
vestments in a future business, for every 
farmer to whom he sells a bull or heifer at 
prices which will permit the farmer a return 
on the basis of fat cattle prices alone, is a 
foundation for future sales and a source of 
new capital in the Doddie business. Trad- 
ing among breeders of equal rank from a 
breeding standpoint does not bring new 
money into the business. If during this 


trading the prices increase, there is a real 
disadvantage to the breed as a whole, for 
unless the bulk of the animals are sold out- 
side the fraternity of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, a raised price on one animal can 
be compensated for only by a lowered price

ratio, while breeders do not under ordinary 
conditions. Only when each breeder is find- 
ing new buyers outside the fraternity, in 
direct proportion to the increase of his herd, 
does the real wealth of the breed increase, 
and I, therefore, repeat that the greatest 
need at present is to make each Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder a distinct apostle of his breed 
wherever he goes. 

This does not mean that the same atten- 
tion should not be paid to ultimate perfec- 
tion in pedigree and show yard character in 
the years to come, but it does mean that a 
distinct policy of widespread breed exten- 
sion based on the needs of the market stock- 
man to produce fat cattle must be devel- 
oped. Only by a definite policy in this par- 
ticular can the breed progress, and its 
wealth be permanently increased.

and 7th meeting of our Board of Directors 
it was decided to make appropriations to 
fairs and expositions practically for the same 
amount as last year. Will say that we paid 
out $110,000 last year for prizes for all 
kinds of shows. It was felt by our breed 
that we should, if necessary, use some of our 
surplus in order not to retrench, at least in 
the matter of prize appropriations. We are 
continuing our field service for this year 
with five representatives; three of them 
have their entire salary and expenses paid 
by this Association and two have half their 
salary paid by the breeders in the territory 
they work. On the whole you will note we 


have not retrenched to any great extent at 


least, so I am anticipating that we may have 
to go into our surplus some $25,000 or 
$35,000. We have a feeling, however, that 
if we can help our Shorthorn business gen- 
erally by continuing our policy of the last 
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few years, we are acting wisely. We doubled 
our recording fees last year and get the 
benefit of this on about half of last year’s 


business. We are estimating about ten per 
cent. less gross receipts this year than last.” 

Thus we see that the other two beef 
breeds are continuing their progresive poli- 
cies of the past few years, while we have 
cut our prize appropriations in half, and in 
some instances even greater; we have cut 
out field force in half and our publicity de- 
partment has been discontinued altogether. 
I cannot see how anyone can predict any- 
thing especially hopeful for the Doddies in 
a situation such as this. 


We should adopt a scale of fees which 
will not prove burdensome, but sufficient to 
enable us to put into effect and maintain a 
permanent and constructive program of 
breed advancement. This work can be more 
effectively and economically ~performed by 
the National Association than by State As- 
sociations. It is also the most imoartial 
way of conducting it, as every breeder con- 
tributes his share in proportion to the num- 
ber of animals he records and _ transfers 
and if each breeder will take full advantage 
of his own opportunities, he should share 
in the prosperity which may be attained 
through the enlarged markets. 

We must all recognize the fact that the 
real purpose of the pure bred beef industry 
is the improvement of beef cattle in the 
hands of actual farmers and rangemen, an 
it is this class to whom we want to bring 
the message of Aberdeen-Angus superlor- 
ity and it cannot be done by keeping our 
phenomenal records a secret.
